Subject: Short Term Vacation Rentals within the Conservation District

Thank your for your February 20, 2004 inquiry regarding applicable rules and regulations
governing short term vacation rentals in the Conservation District and your request for a DLNR
representative to attend an upcoming Ka Leo O Kauai meeting.

The DLNR office responsible for regulation of uses at Haena, Kauai is the Office of
Conservation and Coastal Lands (OCCL). Since the DLNR does not have an OCCL employee
on the island of Kauai, we would need to send a representative from Oahu to attend any
meeting on Kauai. In lieu of doing that, we are providing the following information that we hope
will help answer questions regarding short-term vacation rentals.

For your information, the rules that govern Conservation Districts are Title 13, Chapter 5, Hawaii
Administrative Rules (HAR) fwww.hawaii.gov/dinr/occl/documents.php]. The conservation rules
include standard identified uses, such as SFRs. The rules do not expressively inciude "short
term vacation rental” as one of the identified land uses. However, it appears that the Board of
Land and Natural Resources (BLNR) may approve such uses under Section 13-5-42(5), HAR,
which states, "The single family residence shall not be used for rental or any other commercial
purposes unless approved by the Board". Thus, such uses, not expressively approved by the
BLNR, would not be allowed.

If after reviewing the rules, you or members of Ka Leo O Kauai, have further questions, you may
draft a list of specific questions for our review. We will do our best to provide answers. Should
you have any further questions on this matter, please feel free to call Sam Lemmo of our Office
of Conservation and Coastal Lands at 587-0381.
